s one class of p'lants that you 
 hould know because they are
foolproof and will accept a wide 
variation in soil, exposure, are 
lisease and pest free, availahle 
in any growth height that may 
be desired, and are green the 
year around witih attractive 
flowers as well. These arc the 
'v.*arissas or natal plum.

By proper selection of variety 
you may obtain a type that 
grows to a height of six to eight 
feet, or one in the three to five 
foot bracket. If you wish a 
ground cover type, there are 
pros'trate forms thereof.

The plant makes an excellent 
informal hedge, and has "just 
enough thorns on it to act as a 
harrier. The white star shaped 
flowers are very attractive 
against the deep dark green fol­ 
iage, and later these flowers are 
followed by a reddish plum 
shaped fruit which is edible.

The plant is very attractive 
against redwood and even 
makes an excellent plant for 
redwood tub in either sun or 
shade. The rate of growth is 
moderate and never does it have 
(hat "off season" look. In win­ 
ters of heavy frosts it may get 
nipped back slightly, but will 
recover itself when these frosty 
days nre over.

Check into the Carissas. They 
will be an asset to any garden, 
and certainy are most effective 
when planted In mass effects.
